A committee from the Fulton coun- 
ty commission was appointed Friday 
to confer with the special commis- 
sion of grand jurymen regarding the 
salary schedule for employees of the 
office of Solicitor General John A. 
Bovkin. 

Salaries fixed by the county board | 
did not meet with approval of the 
grand jury commission, whieb, under 
the law, has the veto power and a 
number of reductions in pay were 
recommended. 

Solicitor Boykin appeared before 


the county board Friday afternoon 
that some action be 


could be paid employees of his office 
until approval of the grand jury com- 
on had been obtained. 

Vith a view of reaching some 
agreement regarding this salary sched- 
ule, Commissioners Virlyn B. Moore, 
Charles (3. Turner and Chairman Ed- 
win F. Johnson were appointed as a 
committee, They will meet with the 
grand jury commission Monday after- 
noon, when it is expected the matter 
will be settled. 

When salaries of all officers were 
being fixed, Solicitor Boykin furnish- 
ed a schedule which was adopted by 
the commission, and in turn submit- 
ted to the grand jury body. There it 
did not meet with approval, because 
some of the salaries, the commission 
ruled, were “excessively high.” Re- 
ductions were made and the schedule 
referred back to the county board. 

The special commission's veto pow- 
er extended only over the schedule 
for the solicitor’s office. Other de- 


partments were not ineluded.

KILLING AT WAYCROSS 


BAFFLES POLICEMEN

Waycross, Ga., December 26.— 
(Special.)—The Wilson killing 
tery continues today to baffle local 
and county authorities who united 
their efforts to apprehend the party 
who on last Tuesday shot and killed 
L. C. Wilson while he was seated in 
the living room of his home convers- 
ing with members of his family. 

At a late hour today authorities 
admitted that they had failed to dis- 
cover a tangible clue, and that the 
case was one of the most baffling 
with which they had ever coped. The 
two suspects who were arrested 
Wednesday are still being held in the 
Ware county jail, but officials re- 
fused to discuss the nature of the 
evidence collected against them. They 
are being Leld, it is believed, pending 
further developments in the investig:- 
tions being conducted by the police. 

The coroner's jury after listening 
to the evidence gathered in the ease 
adjourned until Monday morning. 

Wilson, an employee of the Atlantic 
Coast Line railroad shops at the time 
he was shot, was seated in the living 
room of his home, his back to the 
front. window, the shot was fired 
through the w: ‘ndow and from the na- 
ture of the wound it is believed that 
the party firing the shot was either 
on the front porch or standing in the 
front yard. 

Funeral services were held today at 
Sweetwater cemetery in Pearson, the 
former home of Mr. Wilson. 

He is survived by a wife and four 
children.
